REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board of Jaffrey: 
I herewith submit my third annual report, the seventh annual 
report of the superintendent of schools in Jaffrey. 
Enrollment.

This table shows that the Jaffrey schools are growing by 
leaps and bounds. Last year the schools mcreased twenty- 
nine, this year twenty-three, a gain of fifty-two in two years. 
In spite of this large increase I feel that we can get along with- 
out any additional teachers, although there will over 60 pupils 
in the grammar room. 

During the year the night school was continued at first with 
two teachers and later with only one. The average attendance, 
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Night School. 


about ten, was lower than was expected, hence, the teaching 
force was cut in two. It would seem wise to make a small appro- 
priation to carry on this line of work in the future in order to 
relieve the pupils from the necessity of paying and to insure a 
small return at least for the teacher and janitor. It would 
probably result in increased attendance if supported by the town 
rather than by the attending pupils. 


Scarlet Fever. 


During the year 1913-14 the schools were interfered with, 
somewhat, by the epidemic of scarlet fever and the attendance 
at certain times was, of consequence, poor. (See statistical 
table.) It was found necessary to burn about $100 worth of 
books and supplies and to fumigate the buildings and cleanse 
the seats. Every precuation was taken to ward off the spread 
of the disease by frequent inspections by the local physicians of 
suspected cases or rooms but in spite of this, the epidemic was 
rather severe. At the present writing there are two known cases. 
The schools and the town may be congratulated that no fatali- 
ties occurred, although there were some extremely severe cases. 


No. 4 School. 


_ According to the vote of the last annual school meeting, the 
school house known as No. 4 in the Morgan district was thor- 
oughly remodeled and repaired. A new hardwood floor was 
laid, the ceiling was raised, slate blackboard and the latest type | 
of adjustable desks were installed, and the building was painted 
inside and outside. More light was secured by enlarging the 
window spaces and better ventilation obtained by the use of 
window boards. The stove formerly used in Union Hall Annex 
was put In the building. It is larger than the worn out one that 
It replaced, and hence heats the room to better advantage. 
Many residents of the district have commented very favorably 
on this change which results in better advantages for the chil- 
dren and better working conditions for the teacher. 


Fifth Grade. 


Agreeable also to a vote of the townspeople, a new room was 
fitted up in the Annex over the High School and there are now 46 
children enrolled in this room. I estimated in my last report to 
you that there would be about 80 pupils in the 5th and 6th 
grades provided we did not subdivide the room. As a matter 
of fact, there would have been 81 children in this room which 
condition, of course, would have been unbearable.

The amount of stamps outstanding on stamp cards is $104,55 
The balance has nearly all been transferred to regular bank 
books, there having been very few withdrawals. 


Transportation. 


The matter of transportation is and hasbeen a serious one 
where the children are so widely scattered as they are in this 
town. Of late, the problem has grown to be an insistant one 
due to the fact that many of the residents of No. 9 district and 
environs have asked persistently for transportation to the East 
Jaffrey schools. This question is interwoven with so many 
other problems that it seems fit to discuss it at length and es- 
pecially with reference to the future policy of the school system. 
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There seems to be a marked and increasing tendency on the 
part of parents in the outlying districts to want their children to 
attend the centre school, at least in the upper grades. Without 
passing on the wisdom of this, it has already swelled the totals 
of our Grammar grades and taxed the seating capacity of these 
rooms; for example,—there are now 54 registered in the Gram- 
mar room as against 22 three years ago. Although requests for 
additional transportation have been received many times, the 
school board has consistently dented these requests unless there 
were enough pupils on a given route to fill a team. With a 
month, a team has been put on temporarily for pupils in the 
neighborhood of No. 9 school carrying about 16 pupils. If it is 
the intention of the voters to further concentrate the schools 
into East Jaffrey, this team ought to continue; if not, it should 
be discontinued and the pupils attend the local school until of 
high school age, when no transportation would be offered. 


Manual Training. 


This year the repairs of the school have been carried on in a 
novel way, at once educational and economical. Mr. Leland, , 
a student in the Practical Arts Course at Fitchburg Normal 
School, was engaged two days of the week to supervise and 
assist and instruct the boys in several projects relating to the 
repairs of the school room, such as painting, scraping of desks, 
picture framing, etc. A detailed list of the work done follows: 


Finished 70 desk tops. 
Finished 35 desk backs, 
Kalsomined walls and ceiling in hallway (1 coat). 
Painted wood work in hallway (2 coats.) 
Scraped, stained, and shellacked, newel parts, spindles 
and havistersa in hallway. 

6. Repaired 12 chairs. 

7. Repaired bookcase in high school. 

8. Patmted desk in upper hallway. 

9. Painted walls, ceiling and woodwork and bronzed the 
steam pipes in the grammar room. 

10. Painted walls, and woodwork and bronzed steam pipes 
in the 6th grade room. 

11. Repaired globe in 6th grade. 

12. Made and finished 8 large picture frames for school. 
(Pupils paid for the pictures.) 

13. Framed six pictures for Grammar room. 

14. Designed and made an oak stand for the victrola. 

15. Now working on lockers for High school.

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This record of actual achievement may be verified by visiting 
the school rooms at any time. The most of this work has been 
done outside of school hours and on Saturdays. Often times 
six or more boys have worked most of the day Saturdays. 

This kind of manual work has gained a place in nearly every 
school system as large as our own, and it seems to me that it 
would be well to continue it and give some of the actual class 
room time to it—for to my mind it is of equal importance with 
the regular school subjects. 

I believe that the schools are having a prosperous year. 

I desire to thank all those who by word or deed have helped 
in the admmistration of the schools, among them scholars, 
teachers and school board.

“ele hereby submit my third annual report of the work done in 
music and drawing in the schools of this town. 

During the summer the outlines used last year were revised 
and made more definite. In general, they call for the principles 
given in the outline in the town report for last year. 

The United States Commissioner of Education, P. P. Claxton, 
says that we put the different subjects in our school curriculum 
for their practical’value and that “‘next to reading, writing and 
the ability to count the simplest sums in arithmetic, music is 
the most practical subject in our schools. ” In the first place, 
it is one of the most valuable forms of sense training. .When we 
think of the reading of the words of the song, the notes. of the 
music, the tones, the rests, the pauses, no one can doubt that 
as an instrument for sense, training, music is unexcelled. It 
quickens at once the eye, the ear and the vocal organs. In the 
second place, music is one of the great forms of artistic expres- 
pression; it contributes a wholesome pleasure and affords an 
opportunity for the arousing of patriotic emotions. 

Last April, the pupils of the grades gave an entertainment 
consisting of folk songs, folk dances, folk lore and an operetta, 
‘‘The Toy Shop.” The proceeds of the entertainment were 
used to buy a victrola. A. E. Winship, editor of the Journal 
of Education, says that ‘“The glory of the victrola is that it 
promotes appreciation of the best in music.”’ After buying the 
machine, however, and the records used in the entertainment, 
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there was:only a small fund for the purchase of records. Those 
that we haye, have been enjoyed by the children and we hope 
to earn more money soon for the purchase of others.

DRAWING. 


In drawing, the teachers are provided each month with out- 
lines planning for two lessons a week. 

The general plan followed has been nature drawing and paint- 
ing for September and October; vegetable and fruit paimting and 
printing for November; Christmas work, which consisted in 
making cards, needle cases, pen wipers, pictures, calendars, 
laundry and telephone lists, and waste baskets. January and 
February will be devoted to group work; March will be con- 
structive drawing and then in a short time, the spring nature 
work starts. Our sixth grade work is a little different this year. 
From four boxes we are building a toy house and furnishing it. 
This gives the pupils an opportunity of putting into use the 
study of color combinations, design, etc. The plan of the house 
was first made, windows and doors cut and partitions put in, 
then the rooms were papered. Good and poor choice of furni- 
ture has been studied from catalog pictures and to make more 
interesting the boys have made several articles of furniture for 
each room, and the girls have made curtains and rugs. Several 
pictures have been painted and put into good shape with glass 
and passe-partout paper. 
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During the year I have talked with teachers and supervisors 
of other cities and towns and | find that the work as planned 
for the grades for the year is very similar to work being done in 
these places. The other day I visited the schools of a city and 
large town in Massachusetts and found them. doing nature 
work, Thanksgiving and Christmas work, object and construc- 
tive drawing, etc. I also had the opportunity of looking at 
whole sets of papers and found that the percentage of good 
papers to a lesson here compared very favorably with their 
lessons. 

The posters for the school entertainment in April were made 
by pupils of the seventh and eighth grades. 

This year I have asked for some drawing by imitation and 
for some memory work. These are two features that are con- 
sidered important by the Superintendent of Drawing in New 
York. 

I wish to thank the teachers, superintendent and committee 
for their co-operation and for the supplies provided.

March 10, 1914 


Officers elected:. Town Clerk, John G. Townsend; first 
selectman, Russel B. Henchman; second selectman, George A. 
Adams; third selectman, William F. Coolidge; treasurer, 
John G. Townsend; auditors, Merrill G. Symonds, Clark M. 
Pierce and Fred A. Stratton; chief of police, George I. Nute; 
overseer of poor, Alfred Sawyer; water commissioner for three 
years, Charles L. Rich; chief engineer fire department, William 
T. Leighton; highway agent, east, Edwin C. Fletcher; highway 
agent, west, Percy L. Cutter. 

Voted to accept and adopt reports as printed and corrected, 
with additions to the selectmen’s estimate of appropriations. 


Voted to pass over Article 4 (Liquor Agent). 

Voted to instruct ete selectmen to borrow 1 in anticipation of 
taxes. 

Voted $1700.00 to assist the intas Hct School. 

Voted to apply for state aid for highways, and raise and 
appropriate sufficient money for the same. 

Voted that the pay of the firemen be fifty cents per hour for 
the first hour and thirty-five cents for each hour after the 
first, that chief engineers be paid fifteen dollars per year. 

Voted to instruct selectmen and chief of police to enforce 
the laws relating to the use of explosives and fire-arms on the 
streets and public places of this town on July 4, 1914. 

Voted that the moderator appoint a committee of three to 
arrange and have charge of a suitable celebration July 4, 1914, 
that the money remaining from last year’s celebration, the in- 
come from the Emory fund for one year, be appropriated, and 
one hundred dollars be raised and appropriated for use of said 
committee for such celebration, and that the committee report 
their doings to the next annual meeting. 

The moderator appointed for said committee, Geo. H. Dun- 
can, Delcie D. Bean, and Arland B. Hunt. 

Voted to pay the East Jaffrey Band $100.00 for concerts in 
1913. 

Voted to raise and appropriate $150.00 to be paid East 
Jaffrey Band for a series of concerts, provided they give a con- 
cert in Jaffrey Centre in July and one in August, with balance 


of them in East Jaffrey. 
Voted the selectmen be authorized to make such repairs as

Voted to raise and appropriate $75.00 to build a concrete or 
cement walk nine feet wide across Main Street, East Jaffrey,

Voted that the selectmen be authorized to accept in the 
name of the town a deed of the ‘‘Warren Grounds,” so called, 
also choose three commissioners to have charge of said recrea- 
tion park. Wilbur E. Webster for one year, Merrill G. Sa : 
for two years, and Willis D. Towne for three years. 

Voted that the selectmen be and hereby are instructed to 
proceed to the acquisition of the property of the various elec- 
tric light companies in town, and to the formation of a ‘village 
district jointly with Fitzwilliam and Troy, provided said towns 
take’ similar action, and:that the sum of.$400.00 be raised and 
appropriated to pay the expense of such proceedings, and that 
the selectmen be instructed to report their findings to an ad- 
journment of this. meeting; to be held im Union Hall, East 
Jaffrey, Monday evening, June 22, 1914, at 7.30 P. M., their, 
report having ait a been eared and mailed to the iO een 
of Jaffrey.
